Dangers of Maferialization, 


The intuitive protest against publio 
materialization ia based on the same 
law that the phenomenon fs, it being a 
sensing of the danger connected with 
it—not only for the medium, but for 
every sitter, as the entire circle be- 
comes a part of the medium daring the 
manifestations. Any disruption, there- 
fore, affects all more or less, the medli- 
um, however, bearing the bront of the 
shock. The reason is that spirit and 
medium are so closely connected that 
they are almost as one life entity. A
